The Skating Rink. 


A well-attended meeting of the 
young men of Strathmore was held 
on Tuesday evening to discuss the 
proposal to form a skating rink. 
A meetirg had been held the week 
previously, but the matter was 
deferred till it was found what 
ground would be available. 

At Tuesday's meeting it was 
decided, after considerable discus- 
sion, to build a rink on a site on the 
other side of the street opposit. the 
Crown Lumber Yard. The advan- 
tages of this ground are that it will 
not require much levelling, and 
that water will be obtained easily 
from the well now being sunk at 
the site of the new fire hall. 

The cost of a rink 80 by 120 feet 
long was estimated at $4goo, this 
including, cost of dressing room: 
and lighting, and of an 8-toot fence 
round the building. 

It was stated that there were 
several local men willing to uncer 
take the management ot the rink. 

It was decided to go ahead wit! 
the work at once, and a committe: 
of three, consisting of Messrs O. J. 
Evans, O. Starrett, and T. E. 
Wright, was appointed to supervise 
the details, financial and otherwise 

Another meeting was held on 
Thursday evening, when it was 
stated that after all it would be 
impossible to use the ground 
opposite the Crown Lumber Co. 
building. The new well at the fire 
hall would not be sunk probably for 
three weeks yet, and by that time 
it would be too late for the purpose 
of the rink. A proposal was there- 
fore made and adopted that the rink 
be constructed at the slough on the 
other side of the track from the 
town. There was already a good 
bottom there, and being near the 
town, it would serve the purpose 
very well. The rink was estimated 
to cost $325, this ir cluding an eight 
foot fence, dressing room, stove, 
lamps, etc, The contract was 
awarded to the Bow Valley Build- 
ing Coy. 

To finance the project a company 
was formed, under the title of the 
Strathmore Skating Rink Club. 
Mr J. G. Troy was appointed 
secrelary-treasurer, 


Prices for season tickets were 
fixed as follows :—gentiemen, $3, 


ladies, $1, children $1, 
tickets, $5. 

It was stated that the rink would 
probably be completed by next 
Saturday and ready for skating.
